Sea-men 
will be {upplied with it for their 
long voyages: Souldiers cannot 
Want it when they keep guards all 
night, or areupon other hard du- 
ties in cold and tempeftuous wea- 
ther ; Farmers,Plough-men,Por- 
ters,and almoft all labouring men 
plead for it, faying they find great 
refrefhment by it, and very many 
would as foon part with their ne- 
ceflary food, as they would be to- 
tally deprived of the ule of To- 
bacco. The Nobility and Gentry, 
who find no fault with it,but that 
it is toe common amongft the 
Vulgar, do ordinarily make it the 
complement of all their entertain- 
‘nent, and oft-times all their en- 
tertainment befides is but a com- 
plement. Scholars ute it much, 
and many grave and great men 
takeT obacco to make them more 
ferviceable in their callings.

Phyfick, but even the meat and 
drink of many men, women and 
children. In a word, it hath pre- 
yail’d fo far,that there is no living 
without it; that notwithftanding 
the vaft Plantations of it in the 
Weft-Indies , all our corn-helds 
would foonbe turned to gardens 
of Tobacco, were not men re- 
ftrain’d from it by the Civil Ma- 
giftrate.

and newly brought thither from the 
Ifland Florida; The Embaffadour 
gladly received the Plant , and being 
rare and come from beyond the 
Seas , and which he had,nevet feen 
before he takes, great care to have it 
planted in his Garden, for he under- 
ftood before by hear fay, of the great 
Vertues it had to cure Wounds and 
Ulcers, it having been often ufed with 
happy fuccelfs..

He third fort, called the leffer 
Tobacco, is but a foot and half 
high, and farre lower than the for- 
mer.

The 
flalk is round, fat, with-fine dowa 
upon it, of apale green, upon which 
the leaves are green, fomewhat 
round, fat, full of juyce, fomewhat 
hairy, not unlike to mad Nightfhade, 
but they are greater and more white. 
The flowers are of a: yellow pale 
colour, ftanding in dented leafie cups, 
farre fmaller than thofe of great 
Tobacco, they are hollow, and are

unfolded into five blunt once divi- 
ded edges, and when thefe fall, 
there remains roundifh heads , thae 
are full of pale wan feeds, like to the 
fmail ones of the former Tobacco, 
bur they are bigger and round.

Catthiolus cals it, the third 
fort of Henbane. At Lions they call 
it, black Henbane. Dedonews will 
have it yellow Henbane ; fo will Lo- 
nicerus. \Gefner and Cam-rariss, 
T abernomtanus , cals it Henbane of 
Peru. Gefxercalsit Priapeja of the 
Garden, and Cefalpinus a-kind of 
Tornabona.

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he thews afterwards in few. words, 
by what helps Art can perform this; 
namely , by a three fold Caution 
laid down by Art. One in a due 
Adminiftration of Meats and Drinks, 
in the quantity, quality, fubfance ; 
manner ,order,and meafureandtime of 
them: Not neglecting in the mean 
while, the occafion of the place, 
which is another Caution to take 
heed of Corruption.

Such are watchings, cares, 
sriefs; alfo the ufe of things that 
vehemently heat and dry, whence 
of neceflity at length (for want of 
convenient food) the natural heat 
is extinguifhed, and the native moi- 
flure : And fo we die by wafting and 
confuming away. Galen de Tabe, 
faith, that Tabes is a Confumption of 
a living body, by reafon of ari- 
Hees : 
By thefe things mentioned, it is 
eafie to colleé&t, that the fmoak of 
, er Os Tobacco 
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_Tobacco fhortneth mens daies. For 
being that our native heat is like to 
a flame, which continually feeds up- 
on natural moifture, as a Lamp 
lighted, drinks up the Oy! by its 
heat ; it follows neceflarily, chat 
for want of food, life muft needs 
fly away quickly , when the pro- 
per fubject of life is diflipated and 
confumed: for with that moiture, 
the imbred heat fails alfo , and death 
fucceeds. 

You underftand therefore (that 
are Tobaccenifts ) that the footy 
fumes of Tobacco, wherein you are 
wallowing (as it were) in the 
deepeft mire, are of great force to 
fhorten your daics. Galen {peak- 
ing of cpeing Medicaments, afferts, 
that by the frequent ufe of them, 
the. folid parts of the body are

Doctor Adonardus writes, that he Ozend 
fawaman, who for a longtime, had 
Ulcersin his Noftrils, from whence 
there ran much fretting matter, and 
filth that eat his Noftrils; but ac 
length, when by his advice he {nufe 
up the juyce of Tobacco into his 
Noftrils , firft he hawked up above 

I 2 twenty 
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twenty fmall worms, then greater, 
untill there were none remaining ; 
fo that: the inward Ulcers of his 
Noftrils ( you would have thoughe 
it a kind of Polypas) were cured, 
but the parts corroded and eaten 
up were notto be repaired, and fo it 
had been with all the reft, had he 
not had the Phyficians advice. 

The juyce and oyntment of To- 
bacco takes away the rednefs of the 
face, if you dipa fine rag in it, and 
apply it cto the cheek-bones; A- 
noynting with the oyl doth the fame, 
or wafhing with che water of it. 

A littie leaf of Tobacco wrapt up 
into a lump, be it agreen ora dry 
leaf, and this held in the mouth 
(but the teeth muft be firft rubbed 
clean witha linnin cloath wet in the 
joyce of Tobacco ) doth prefently 
cafe the pain of the teeth, coming 
fromcold or wind, and takes away 
all corruption: but this remedy is 
nothing worth, if the pain proceed 
from ahotcaufe: Alfo itis good to 
rub aking teeth with the diftiled wa- 
ter of Tobacco.
